GUAM, Aug. 8.--(AP)—The Allies’ new weapon, the, 
Atomic bomb, struck squarely in the centre of the industrial | 
city of Hiroshima, Aug. 6 (Pacific time) with a flash and) 
concussion that brought an exclamation of “My God” from 
a battle-hardened Superfortress crew 10 miles away. 

Crew members who carried the awful new bomb which 
is declared to have an explosive power the equivalent of 
bombs that 2,000 Superfortresses would have had to carry 
previously, said that although they were far away, they 
felt the concussion like a close explosion of anti-aircraft 


fire. 


Col. Paul W. Tibbets, Miami, Fla., who piloted the Super- 
fortress and Capt. William S. Parsons, of Santa Fe, N.M., 
navy ordnance expert, described the explosions as “‘tremend- 
+ 


ous and awe-inspiring.” 

Neither man could give an esti- 
mate of what damage the bomb 
had wrought but they declared it 
“must have been extensive.” 

There is reason to believe, how- 
ever, that this southern Honshu 
city of 343,000 no longer continues 
to exist 

“It was 0915 (9.15 a.m.) when we 
dropped our bomb and we turned) 
the plane broadside to get the best 
view,” said Capt. Parson. “Then we 
made as much distance from the

TEN MILES AWAY 

“We were at least 10 miles away | 
and there was a visual impact even 
though every man wore colored 
glasses for protection We = had 
braced ourselves when the bomb 
was gone for the shock and Tibbets 
said ‘close flak’ and it was just like 


that—a close burst of anti-aircraft 
fire 

“The crew said ‘My God’ and 
couldn't believe what had hap- 
pened 


“A mountain of smoke was go- 
ing up in a mushroom with the 
stem coming down. At the top 
was white smoke but up to 1,000 
feet from the ground there was | 
swirling boiling dust. Soon aft- | 
erward small fires sprang up on | 
the edge of town but the town 
was entirely obscured. 

We stayed around two or three 
minutes and by that time the smoke 


had risen to 40.000 feet As we 
watched the top of the white cloud 
broke off and another soon 
formed.” 


DETAILS DISCLOSED 

Details of the bombing were dis- 
closed at a press conference at- 
tended by Gen. Carl Spaatz, United 
States Pacific aerial commander, 
who termed the new bomp the 
“most revolutionary development in 
the history of the world.” 


Gen. Spaatz was obviously high- 
ly elated at the new bombing 
weapon. He said if he had had it 
in Europe “it would have short- 
ened the war six to eight months.” 
Maj.-Gen. Curtis Lemay of the 
2ist Bomber Group said that if 
this bomb had been available 
there would have been “no need | 
to have had D-Day in Europe.” | 


USED MARIANAS BASE 

The Superf which carried 
the bomb took off from a Marianas

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Not Good Enough 


The proposal of the federal government 
with regard to old age pensions is that the 
dominion shall take over the entire costs 
of pensions to those of 70 years and over 
while the provinces and the dominion shall 
pay in equal proportion the costs of pen- 
sions to those between 65 and 70. 

The plan has one merit in that it ob- 
viates the means test for those over 70. 
Everybody would get the pension regard- 
less of his or her income. But the case of 
those between 65 and 70 would not be im- 
proved in this respect at all. A man of 65 
would still have to become a pauper before 
drawing his pension from province and 
dominion. 

This is objectionable and intolerable. It 
completely contravenes the very spirit of 
the old age pension which holds that such 
payments are not the fruits of charity but 
a retiring allowance which has been earned 
over years of service. 

Further, there is nothing in the pro- 

a] that indicates that the pension is to 

raised above the starvation level of $30 

r month. Old age pensioners in British 
Columbia and Alberta already get this 
amount through the action of the prov- 
incial governments in adding an extra $5 
on their own accounts. 

All in all, the federal pension proposals 
are not encouraging, not because they will 
not save the provinces money, but because 
they fail to meet the requirements of the 
person who has earned a retiring allow- 
ance. 

If old age pensions are intrinsically 
sound, they should involve payments that 
will at least supply the pensioner with a 
reasonable subsistence — say $50 per 
month. They should all start at the age of 
60 without a means test. Income taxes will 
recover pensions from those who do not 
require assistance at 60 years of age or 
over.

Civilization’s Test 

World comment on the amazing 
tific achievement involved in the produc- 
tion of atomic bombs is tinged with ap- 
prehension. 

All agree that the controlled release of 
atomic energy, discovered through an 
army of research workers and the expendi- 
ture of $2,000,000,000, is the most por- 
tentous development in the history of 
science. Yet the implications of the f 
are so infinite and so varied and so dan- 
gerous that even the winning of the war 
against Japan is insignificant beside some 
of them. 

This discovery will shorten, undoubt- 
edly, the Japanese war by many months. 
These bombs, equal in force to 20.000 tons 
of TNT, will literally blow the Japanese 
islands off the face of the earth if total 
surrender is not soon forthcoming 

It is also certain that the exclusive use 
of this weapon will give its owners world 
mastery. 

But what concerns thinking men today 
is not so much the power involved in pos- 
session of this secret as the responsibilities 
implicit in its control. The thing to con- 
sider is not what can be done with it but 
what will be done with it. 

There is grave political danger involved 
in the ownership of the secret. At this 

int it seems probable that the entire 
internationa! structure established to keep 
the ce will have to be rebuilt in relation 
to the new circumstances. 

There is grave physical danger involved 
in the use of it, not so much by those who 
understand the employment of the com- 
pleted product as by the activities of rival 
experimenters in unfriendly or fearful na- 
tions who conceivably may cause terres- 
trial cataclysms by releasing the energy 
before they have full control of it. For 
unless the force is controlled it can cause 
a chain or sequence of atomic disintegra- 
tion capable of destroying the earth. 

But while the controlled release of 
atomic energy is the greatest discovery in 
science, it is also the greatest test of the 
world’s morality. 

Civilization, one supposes, is always on 
trial. But this is the final] summing up of 
civilization’s trial. This is the new evi- 
dence by which civilization will go tc 
brighter glories or destroy itself. 

Mtr. Jinston Churchill has hazarded 
the hope that the controlled release of 
atomic energy will render wars impossible 
because it will render war too horrible for 
human contemplation. That is one way of 
looking at it. But there is always the pos- 
sibility of another Hitler who would cheer- 
fully gamble the very existence of the 
earth upon his own conquests 

That is why civilization is now at the 
crossroads. That is why civilization is on 
trial. For only the intrinsic morality of the 
human race, to speak only of materia! 
forces, stands between humanity and com- 
plete destruction. 

The benign uses of the new discovery 
are infinite. It is said that a few grams of 
uranium, treated according to the pres- 
ent process, would power the Queen Mary 
on a round trip from Europe to America 
and back. One gram would drive a 60- 
horsepower automobile for 1,000 hours 
Fae pesanbilities are indeed stupendous 
and the discovery may well open up a nev 
Social life for the peoples of al! the world 
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release of atomic energy will depend en- 
tirely upon the good will of men. Civiliza- 
tion, as always, will ane or fall on it. 


Canada’s Liquor Laws 


Coincidental with the announcement 
by Prime Minister Mackenzie King that 
certain federal restrictions on the sale of 
beverage alcohol had been removed, warm- 
ly critical comment on Canada’s various 
liquor laws have been heard in many parts 
of the country. 

In British Columbia, for instance, two 
right reverend bishops have strongly de- 
nounced the present system of selling in- 
toxicants on the ground that it does not 
encourage moderation. They declare that 
the purchase of liquor by the glass and 
with food is the best arrangement, and 
that the sale by bottle and the sale by 
glass without food tends to discourage 
temperance. 

Moderation and temperance, of course, 
are the objectives of every intelligent per- 
son. Everyone remembers the folly of pro- 
hibition. 

There are many factors involved in the 
liquor situation. They are economic, phy- 
sical, moral and social. And all must be 
considered. But since prohibition is shown 
to be impossible, moderation should be the 
aim of all liquor legislation. 

Whether the present law secures mod- 
eration or not will not be argued here. But 
no one can ignore the restlessness and dis- 
satisfaction with the present system—even 
discounting, as it should be discounted, the 
avid eagerness of those whose only desire 
is to obtain unlimited quantities for obvi- 
ous purposes. 

There is no use taking a bigoted stand 
on either side and arguing wildly for a 
radical change one way or another. What 
is needed is a careful study of the situation 
in all its aspects and then changes, if neces- 
sary, based on what logic and good-wilil 
clearly indicates. ‘ 

If this can be done without arousing 
acrimonious factional! quarrels, it should be

Canada’s public forests are 770,000 
square miles in size. This is ap- 
proximately 492,800,000 acres, and 
is approximately 41 acres for each 
person in Canada. But they are 
deteriorating at the rate of 30,000 
acres annually, and to prevent this 
is the sacred business of every in- 
telligent person in Canada. 

The value of Canada’s forests 
cannot be over-estimated. Remem- 
ber, this is the cause of nearly all 
the deserts in the world. We will 
have to change the operating. Large 
timber berths are leased to lumber 
companies and owners of portable 
saw mills, for a number of years 
and to make profit is their business 
so their berths are culled over and 
the best of the timber is cut. The 
branches and tree tops and waste 
are left lying on the ground where 
they get dry. Thousands, and in 
some cases millions, of dollars are 
burned in a year. These branches, 
ete, should be piled and burned 
after the first snow comes, to pre- 
vent the fire from running 

I propose that the Dominion gov- 
ernment, with the co-operation of 
all the provinces, takes full control 
of all Canada’s forests, and takes 
responsibility for furnishing houses 
for all returned soldiers and those 
who had to stay home for war work 
I would give a lot free to all Cana- 
dians who wanted a house to live 
in, and the Dominion to give the 
timber that would make a four- 
roomed house 

The net profit from Edmonton's 
utilities for 1944 was $811,324.00 
This would build 405 houses at 
$2,000.00 each, with a free lot and 
the timber to furnish the lumber 
for a four-roomed house. The rent 
for each house would be at least 
$15 a month. $180 a year for 405 
houses would be $72,900. The lots 
cost Edmonton nothing, and the 
timber to furnish the lumber cost

We really should be quite grate- 
ful nutritionists of both 
yesterday and today. Because it is 
through them that we have acquired 
our state of generally good health 
Statistics show that the health of 
Canadians is better now than ever 
before in history 

So let us take heed of what the 
nutritionists have to say about the 
proper handling of fruits and meat 
to save their juices 

Much good flavor and nutritive 
value are carried in the juices of

Avoid loss of juice in preparing 
meat, poultry and fish by not soak 
in water. There are a few excep- 
tions, of course, as in soaking salt 
cured fish and meats, Most meat 
need only to be wiped with a clean 
moist cloth; and poultry and fish 
need only a good rinse after clean- 
ing

Unless he writes it in his biog- 
raphy, none will ever know the real 
reason for Churchill's decision, 
made in midwinter, to take on him- 
self the shortcomings of an unre- 
generate Conservative party and 
accept its leadership. As man, 
politician, statesman and patriot 
he knew its Chamberlainites and 
knew he owed them nothing but 
contempt. He may have thought, 
three years ago, that the Chamber- 
lainites were through for good, but 
as danger lessened and victory 
neared they came out of the wood- 


work all over the Conservative 
central office 
So there they were when the 


election came. Churchill, who hed 
spent defiant years before the war 
suffering their contumely, while he 
tried to save his country, was oblig- 
ed by his own nature to try to carry 
them with him to political safety 
after he had saved his country, Talk 
of bad strategy can be largely dis- 
counted. The load he chose tu 
carry dictated the nature of his 
campaign

nips, you are getting a vegetable 
having carbohydrate content of 
about 10 per cent. In other words, 
you are eating a medium-starchy 
vegetable. Raw turnips are consid- 
ered good sources of vitamin C 

Parsnips, when mature, are cred- 
{ted with a carbohydrate content 
of 15 per cent. The fleshy white root 
possesses a flavor which is enjoyed 
by many, although others dislike it 
Some growers leave a part of the 
crop in the ground through the 
winter, believing that the flavor 
will be better when this is done 
than when the roots are dug and 
stored away. Apparently freezing 
does not injure parsnips. This veg- 
etable is ranked as a good source 
of vitamin B. 

Oyster Plant or Salsify, should be 
used as young as possible before 
the starch has had time to develop 
The flavor is very bland and agree- 
able. Do not scrape the oyster plant, 
but wash well with a vegetable 
brush and cook in plain water 
When cut up thin and seasoned 
with cream and butter the flavor 
will slightly resemble that of an 
oyster stew. Oyster plant is very 
wholesome mnon-starchy vegetable 
and deserves a much wider use 

Because of Rutabagas being in 
that class of non-starchy vegetables 
which may easily cause fermenta 
tion, I suggest that they be used 
with caution by those troubled 
with any tendency toward excessive 
stomach and intestinal gas. Those 
in good health who do not notice 
any gas after their use, may take 
occasionally for the sake of variety

SYSTEM OF BETTING 

To properly explain the “long- 
shot” it is necessary to know some- 


thing of the system of pari-mutuel 
wagering. Originating in France, 
wagering by pari-mutuels was first 
introduced on a major track in 
Canada about 1914 at Blue Bonnets 
in Montreal. Differing from the 
bookmaking style of betting no one 
has any interest as to which horse 
wins the race except the bettor 
, who will gain the purse 
association does not 
benefit to any greater extent if a 
short priced horse wins or if a 
longshot is the winner for, along 
with the government, the associa- 
tion exacts a commission on the 
money wagered and that commis- 
sion is no greater no matter which 
horse is the winner 
Pari-mutuel roughly means 
share basis.” The more 
wagered on a horse the less that 
horse will play in the mutuels. If 
he is ignored by the bettors he will 
pay a big price and be what is 
called a “longshot”. Apart from 
the financial ‘return of betting on 
an “outsider” it still remains as 
the greatest thrill of the sport for 
the bettor, as he has found a 
winner that few, of his friends 
were astute enough to discover.

Now as to what makes a 
hot.”

Saskatchewan said it would 
favor discussion by the conference 
of amendment of the British 
North America Act to simplify 
amendnients and to make amend- 
ments possible within the Cana- 
dian parliamentary system.

While indivi- 
dual farmers would find it too 
expensive to drill a deep well to 
get a water supply on his farm, it 
will be quite practical (it is be- 
lieved) to drill one or two deep 
wells to serve a village consist- 
ing or 30 or more families, It is 
hoped also that it will be possible 
to provide electric power to these 
villages. 

Besides the ordinary social ad- 
vantages of living in a _ village 
rather than on individual farms, it 
will be possible for decent schools 


and educational facilities to be pro- | 


vided for the children of these set- 


tlers, and it won't be necessary for | 


children to travel one, two, three 
or more miles to school in all kinds 
of weather as usually is the practice 
in rural districts. The prospect of 
living in a village instead of in a 
lonely isolated teacherage, will 
make teaching in these communi- 
ties more attractive and will enable 
them to have better teachers 


CO-OPERATIVE BASIS 

It is hoped too, that living in 
communities will encourage the 
settlers to arrange to own and use 
machinery on a co-operative or 
community basis, rather than have 
each man go to the expense of pur- 
chasing a full set 
machinery and equipment for each 
farm :
